Painting  the  sky  a  lurid  red  and 
scattering  cinders  and  embers  for 
miles  around,  the  fire  outbreak 
along  the  Llsard  Mountain  Range 
has  Jumped  creeks  and  aped  south 
and  west,  eating  stands  ot  oedar 
and  spruce  valued  at  thousands  of 
dollars.  For  a  while  tonight  cinders 
fell  on  Fernle  buildings  like  a  June 
rain. 

While  many  Pernie  residents  have 
been  rushed  to  fight  the  flames,  flre- 
fightlng  equUxnent  arrived  from 
Cranbrook.  OM  thousand  feet  of 
hose  haa  been  stretched 
city  polats  ready  to  pomr 
any  buildings  that  may  be 
by  the  burning  embers. 


Groups  stood  around  Pemie 
streets,  aome  of  them  proposing  a 
general  exit  from  the  dty.  While 
the  wind  remains  from  the  south, 

as  It  did  throughout  the  day,  the 
city  will  be  safe,  but  should  the 
wind  change  and  blow  from  the 
north.  It  will  carry  the  fire  over 
the  one-mile  stretch  of  woodland  In 
short  time  and  bring  destruction  to 
the  ettgr. 

Three  separate  flres  can  be  seen 

from  Femle.  but  It  18  the  flames 
from  the  Lizard  Range  which  are 
encroaching  on  the  city.  This  fire 
originated  over  two  weeks  ago  near 
Wardner  and  has  traveled  thirty 
miles,  cutting  the  East  Kootenay 
Power  CAnpany's  06,000-v(Ht  line 
three  times  and  destroying  ten  poles.

CLOVER  POINT 
IS  PARK  AREA 

City  Council  Approves  of 
Lease  From  Department 
of  National  Defence 


Que^tlon-s  concerning  the  method 
of  expending  city  relief  moneys 
were  ral.sed  at  the  meeting  of  the 
City  Council  yesterday  morning 
when  Alderman  Robert  Dewar 
asked  the  mayor  for  a  statement 
of  work  so  far  accomplished. 

Mayor  Herbert  Anscomb  reported 
that  during  this  year  five  and  a 
quarter  miles  of  streets  had  been 
built,  two-thirds  of  a  mile  of  sew- 
ers laid,  one  and  thrrr-rinartcrs  of 
a  mile  of  street  ,^ii:farlnt{  com- 
pleted, and  two-thirds  of  a  mile 
of  water  mains  placed.  In  addition 
to  work  given  to  single  men  at  the 
camps  and  work  being  done  on  the 
Macdonald  estate  property. 

While  the  matter  of  unemploy- 
ment relief  was  under  dl.scu.v>ion, 
Alderman  Dewar  sugResf^d  that 
.some  definite  action  be  taken  with 
regard  to  Beacon  Hill  Park.  He 
said  he  had  recently  returned  from 
an  Inapeetloo  of  Stanley  Park  at 
Vancouver,  where  considerable  un- 
employed labor  was  being  employed. 
He  asked  that  the  council,  in  mak- 
ing future  granf.s  to  unemployment 
relief,  keep  Beacon  Hill  Park  In 
mind  and  lay  out  a  definite  scheme 
of  Improvements  there.  He  said 
that  money  expended  in  that  way 
would  be  almost  entirely  in  labor. 

Alderman  R.  O.  Utohfiaid  sup- 
ported the  suggestlooa  Ot  Aldarman 
Dewar  and  lu-ged  that  the  eotmcll 
give  con.slderatlon  to  the  .setting  out 
of  a  plan  that  would  govern  city 
beaut  If  Ication  over  a  period  of  years. 
He  did  not  agree  with  the  plan  of 
patch  work,  and  bellr, crl  the  city 
should  define  a  policy  of  perma- 
nent Improvements  to  be  carried 
out  with  unemjrioyraent  relief. 


When  the  lease  of  the  old  Clover 
Point  rifle  range  is  signed  and 
sealed  by  the  civic  authorities,  the 

City  of  Victoria  will  come  into 
poesesnlon,  for  ninety-nine  years,  of 
a  valuable  .strip  of  waterfront,  se- 
cured from  the  Department  of  Na- 
tional Defence,  at  Ottawa,  through 
the  efforts  of  D.  B.  Plunkett,  MP., 
for  Victoria. 

At  yesterday  morning's  session  oi 
tha  councU,  approval  waa  given  to 
the  lease  and  the  necessary  in- 
,structlons  given  for  Its  immediate 
exrrutlon.  Under  the  terms  of  the 
!  lea.se  the  city  has  control  of  the 
entire  waterfront  from  Beacon  Hill 
Park,  on  Dallas  Road,  to  Clover 
Point,  and  has  full  privileges  to 
grant  concessions  for  raising  money 
to  maintain  tha  profM^  OB  a  pub- 
lic parte 

Since  the  property  has  been  un- 
der tha  oootrol  of  the  Department 
of  National  Defenoe.  the  city  has 
had  no  acre.ss  and  no  Jurisdiction 
over  any  part  of  it.  At  Clover  Point 
there  i.s  an  accumulation  of  rub- 
bish, which  Is  Infested  with  rat«, 
and  the  city  has  ciideavorrd  to 
prevent  the  dumping  of  rubbish  at 
that  place,  but  had  no  authortljr  to 
prosecute. 

The  area  will  come  under  the 
parks  committee  of  the  City  Ooundl, 
but  so  far  no  plans  have  been  oon- 
sldered  concerning  improvements. 
Nothing  was  provided  In  the  aaU- 
mates  for  1931  to  take  care  of  ex- 
penditures at  that  place.  It  is  stated 
by  Aldpfsnan  John  A.  Worthlng- 
ton,  chflirman  of  the  committee. 

"If  you  didn't  take  m  much  in- 
terest horses,  vou  would  be  better 
off,"  napped  Mra  Mark.  "You've

the  difference  be  tween  man  and  all  other  crea- 
tures of  the  animal  specie*  was  that  man  Is  a 
laughing  animal.  One  who  makes  no  pretensions 
to  philosophy  mi^'fit  say  in  reply  to  that  profound 
obserratlon  that  It  moplles  a  distinction,  not  a 
difference.  The  real  dlfferenee  between  man  and 
his  brothers  of  the  lower  orders  \s  that  while 
nearly  all  animals  delight  to  play  when  they  are 
young,  man  delights  In  play  after  he  has  become 
quite  old.  When  animals  of  the  lower  order  reach 
a  certain  stage  In  the  Journey  of  life,  they  all 
cease  to  play  and  devote  all  their  attention  and 
.  their  energies  to  the  serious  business  of  life, 
which  of  course  is  mating  and  making  provision 
for  the  sustenance  and  comfort  of  their  young. 
Adults  of  the  lower  animal  order  may  have  their 
periods  of  relaxation,  but  they  have  no  organized 
sport,  carried  on  with  enthusiasm  from  genera- 
tion to  generation.  Even  the  play  of  young  ani- 
mals Is  but  a  pr^aratlon  for  the  •erious  business 
of  life. 

On  the  other  hand,  when  men  (and  women, 
too.  In  these  latter  days)  become  tired  of  the 
cares  of  business,  they  refresh  their  minds  and 
strengthen  their  bodies  by  playing  games  of  many 
Iclnds.  The  character  of  the  games  men  play  In 
order  to  make  life  tolerable  varies  with  the  years 
of  Ufe.  There  are  some  games  which  cannot  be 
played  with  safety  by  men  of  mature  years,  such 
as  lacrosse,  footbaO  and  baseball.  Hie  most  at- 
-Iraetive  game  of  all,  with  the  exception  of  one 
or  possibly  two,  is  cricket,  which  may  be  played 
without  undue  risk  for  a  considerable  term  of 
but  even  in  the  somewhat  dignified  game 
of  cricket  youth  and  phyalcal  aglUty  will  tell  and 
aarare  pre-eminence. 

Not  so  very  loot  aso  there  was  a  current  belief 
that  golf  was  an  old  man's  game  and  was  not 
worthy  of  the  consideration  of  any  one  under 
tmo  aoore  jrears  and  ten.  But  today  the  young 
are  playing  golf  and  rarryinp:  off  all  the  prizes. 
There  Is  but  one  game  that  we  know  of  in  which 
lha  raee  for  honora  is  not  to  the  twift  nor  the 
prizes  to  the  young.  That  is  the  serene  and  dig- 
nified game  of  bowls  as  played  upon  greens  and 
lawna.  W«  have  read  of  men  faOlDg  down  dead 
upon  golf  courses,  but  we  have  never  read  of  a 
corpse  being  carried  off  a  bowling  green. 

It  is  a  atraafe  thtat,  almost  an  inupUeftMe 
thing,  that  although  there  was  a  bowlfnff  green 
iStablUhed  at  Beacon  Hill  more  than  twenty 
yeara  ago,  tha  gama  of  bowla  languished  in  Vic- 
toria from  the  day  of  the  opening  of  that  green 
until  within  the  last  couple  of  years  and  only  at 
the  present  day  is  begtmUng  to  achieve  the  popu- 
larity of  which  it  is  worthy.  It  is  a  stranger 
thing  that  although  another  new  bowling  green 
was  opened  at  the  rear  of  the  Kmpraaa  RotA  irlth 
befitting  cprrmonies  a  couple  of  weok.s  aKo,  not  a 
word  was  published  In  the  newspapers  about  that 
interesting  event.  It  was  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway  Company  which  reclaimed  the  once  un-

italB  to  give  It  a  majority  in  Parliament.

It  was  neltiicr  sen.satlonal  nor  significant.  East 
UamUton  Is  normally  a  Labor  constituency.  It 
is  tht  tMtft  tC  ont  or  tht  grtat  tadnatrlal  dis- 
tricts of  fffil**^  It  W'iis  represented  bv  an  ex- 
tremely popular  Labor  member  (Alan  titudliulm) 
for  many  years.  It  haa  SMrtly  rataratd  to  its 
natural  political  home.  There  are  now  four 
Labor  members  In  the  Canadian  House  of  Com- 
mons, not  a  vary  largt  polltloal  foret.  whiefa  can 
have  but  little  tfltet-apOB  tht  tonrtt  of  twrent 
political  eventa. 

The  signiflcanct  of  tht  affair  of  Three  Rhrers- 
St.  Maurice  is  that  it  indicates  the  possibility  of 
either  the  defeat  of  the  Taschereau  Uovernmeni 
of  Quebec  or  of  a  tngMadtoa  rtdaetltn  ta  the 
large  majorities  by  which  It  has  been  returned  to 
power  for  thirty  yeara  aad  of  the  dulntegration 
of  the  soUd  btoek  of  Llberala  who  have  been 
elected  to  the  Dominion  ParUaBient  for  a  cor- 
responding length  of  time.  Iht  real  significance 
of  the  affair  may  be  that  the  simple-mtaded 
habitant  has  at  length  found  out.  as  a  conse- 
quence of  a  certain  Beauharnols  affair,  that  the 
mantle  of  the  great  Laurier  has  not  fallen  upon 
worthy  shoulders  and  that  he  has  been' worship- 
ping a  political  idol  with  feet  of  clay.  The  politi- 
cal tide  would  be  ta  full  flood  if  Quebec,  the  only 
remaining  Liberal  province  In  Canada,  were 
to  turn  from  the  error  o^  Ita  ways  and  elect  a 
Conservative  government.

Which  may  be  true 
enough,  but  while  the  time  of  parliamentarians 
may  aot  bt  of  great  value.  If  Mr.  King  were  to 
deliver  a  two  and  a  half  hour  speech  upon  the 
results  of  numerous  investigations,  Parliament 
might  be  ta  coattauoua  session,  and  the  members 
would  have  no  tlBM  at  all  to  attend  to  their 
private  buslnOM. 

Mr.  laa  Mackeniie.  who  seems  to  have 
u.^m  ped  the  position  of  second  In  command  to 
Mr.  King,  says  the  investigation  did  not  go  far 
enough  or  dig  deep  enough  btcaust  if  he  had  had 
the  opportunity  he  could  have  called  about 
twenty-five  more  witnesses  who  knew  a  great 
deal  about  the  collectlOB  aad  diatributlon  of  cam- 
paign funds.  The  Liberal  friends  of  Mr.  Mac- 
kenzie do  not  know  the  member  as  well  as  we  all 
know  him  in  BrltUh  OotamMa,  thertfort  thty 
take  him  seriously,  wherea.s  all  who  know  him 
tatioutely  and  have  some  knowledge  of  the 
breadth  and  width  of  hU  riotous  Celtic  tanagtaa- 
tion  regard  him  from  a  strictly  humorous  point 
of  ^w  and  Uke  aU  his  sUtemenU  with  the  pro- 
verbial grain  of  salt. 

Against  all  the  statements  of  the  Liberals  who 
say  the  investigation  did  not  go  far  enough  nor 
dig  deep  enough,  there  is  the  statement  of  Mr. 
Robert  Gardiner,  who  demanded  and  secured  the 
investigation,  that  it  went  far  enough  to  estab- 
lish all  his  allegations  as  to  the  source  and  the 
desttaation  of  a  million-dollar  campaign  fimd. 
as  to  the  attitude  of  the  leader  of  the  Liberal 
party  towards  that  campaign  fund  and  the  ta- 
strucUons  of  the  Premier  of  Canada  to  his  sup- 
porters to  have  nothing  whatever  to  do  with  the 
campaign  fund.  If  that  statement  is  not  satis- 
factory to  the  Liberal  party,  which,  as  Its  leader 
has  said,  is  passing  through  "the  valley  of  hu- 
miliation," it  appears  to  be  satisfactory  to  the 
peoidt  of  Canada,  Judging  by  the  results  of  a 
general  election  in  the  Province  of  Prince  Edward 
Island  and  the  result  of  a  by-election  in  the 
Provtac^  of  Quebec.  If  the  LiberaLs  were  well 
advised  their  attitude  towards  the  Beauharnols 
Investigation  should  be.  In  the  words  of  the 
ptevtrb.  nht  Itaat  aald  tht  soonest  mended."  If 
the  Liberals  are  not  ashamed  of  that  notorious 
affair,  the  people  of  Canada  are  ashamed  of  It 
and  waat  to  hnx  ttfeUt  nort  i*mit  it.

Although  I  have  no  official 
information  en  the  sobjeot,  I  be- 
lieve the  Provincial  Cknremment  has 
been  very  carefully  atudylng  the 
matter,  not  milv  (rmn  the  aii«:«'  of 
spendliiK  of  piiblic  iiioufy  in  iindrr- 
taklng  cerlaln  public  worlu,  but  also 
trom  the  angle  of  a  more  natural 
.solution  to  the  problem  by  taking 
full  advantage  ot  tlte  terms  of  the 
Australian  Treaty.  <  The  beet  eolu- 
tion  to  the  problem  Is,  at  eonrse 
getting  industries  started  eo  that 
people  (Hii  be  absodMd  iBto  their 

natural  vocalions. 

If  I  recollect  correctly,  ac- 
cording to  The  Manual  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia,  the  lumbering  in 
dustry  of  British  Golumbla,  with 
its  complementary  trades,  give  em- 
ployment, under  normal  conditions, 
to  some  46.000  people.  We  know 
that  these  Industries  have  been 
working  on  only  half  capacity.  Only 
the  other  day  I  was  informed  by  a 
party  who  has  Just  come  down  from 
OsaqpiMll  lUver  that  whereas  the 
camps  nomally  give  smployaMnt  to 
3,500  men.  now  most  of  ^em  are 
closed  down,  and  only  about  f^fty 
men  are  employed.  Round  the  Cow- 
ichan  Lake  diStrlOt  StaUar  eOOdi- 
tlon;s  obtain. 

Australia  normally  imports  about 
400JOOOMO  feet  ot  soft  wood,  the 
bulk  ot  whMi  earae  from  nJi.A.  and 
the  Baltic  States  of  Europe,  and 
only  about  thirty  million  feet  came 
from  Brltb^h  Columbia.  The  Aus- 
tralia Treaty  gives  Canada  a  prefer- 
ence of  $S  per  thousand,  which 
should  put  British  Columbia  in  a 
favorable  position  to  secure  the 
bulk  of  that  trade.  An  immediate 
order  for  even  100.000,000  feet  of 
lumber,  if  distributed  to  as  many 
mills  as  possible,  would  absorb  so 
large  a  proportion  of  our  unem- 
ployed that  the  problem  would  be- 
come very  simple.  It  is  quite  prob- 
al)le  that  the  Governments  have 
been  exploring  this  possibility,  in 
which  case  letters  and  telegrams 
would  have  been  sent  to  the  Cana- 
dian representative-^  In  the  Aus- 
tralian markets.  It  takes  time,  how- 
ever, to  canvass  the  whole  market ; 
there  are  many  problems  attached 
to  it.  First,  the  question  of  their 
capacity  to  Immediately  take  a  large 
quantity,  next  the  qriestiim  of  fi- 
nancing, next  that  of  transportation 
and  freight  rates,  and  la.st.  but  not 
\etisi.  the  qiie.stion  of  ruts.  Then 
on  our  side  there  are  also  problems 
that  will  have  to  be  carefully  gone 
Into.  There  are  a  ntunber  of  mills 
equipped  to  handle  the  overseas 
trade,  but  all  mills  are  not  so 
equipped,  and  yet  If  the  benefit  is 
to  be  spread  out  as  far  as  po.s.sible, 
the  question  of  how  to  make  It  pos- 
sible for  such  mills  to  handle  .some 
of  Australia's  requirements  will 
have  %o  be  gone  Into. 

Another  quitVwi  that  will  have 
to  be  eoniddered  on  this  side  Is  that 
of  what  to  do  with  the  .side  cuts, 
as  it  Is  not  possible  for  the  whole 
log  to  be  utillaed  for  the  export 
market. 

On  the  question  of  financing  suCh 
exports,  perhaps,  should  Australia 
need  It,  a  Canadian  dollar  loan 
would  best  meet  the  situation,  as 
Australian  sterling  is  at  present  at 
a  discount,  and  this  means  that  the 
price  In  Canadian  money  will  rep- 
resent so  much  more  Australian 
money.  With  a  dollar  loan  that 
qusstlon  of  Australia's  present  de- 
pfftclated  currency  will  be  obviated, 
and  It  Is  quite  probable  that  In  the 
course  of  a  year  or  two.  Australia 
will  set  its  house  in  order  and  her 
currency  will  go  back  to  norma'. 

Rt.  Hon.  H.  H.  Stevens  is  expected 
to  be  here  about  the  end  of  the 
week  to  discuss  with  th«  Provmcial 
OovemBMBt  the  question  of  Joint 
financing  Of  the  unemployment 
problem,  and  I  hope  that  the  ques- 
tion of  thoroughly  exploring  the 
possibilities  of  the  Au.strallan 
TVeaty  to  help  in  "ivmp  tiie  un- 
employment problem  will  not  be 
missed.  Though  the  limiber  market 
will  be  of  greatest  benefit,  that  of 
salmon,  newsprint  and  paper  and 
other  exports  to  Australia  and  Im- 
ports from  them  should  be  gone 
into  minutely  In  this  connection 
it  is  to  l)c  hoped  that  the  Industries 
themselves,  as  well  as  the  unem- 
ployed, whose  ordinary  voeatlan  Is 
eomieeted  with  the  lumbering  in- 
dustcy,  will  eo-operate^  with  the 
Oevemment  to  the  fullest  extent. 
Personally.  1  firmly  believe  that  in 
so  fnr  as  the  unemployed  problem 
of  Brlti.sli  rolumbla  is  concerned, 
the  thorough  exploration  of  the 
Australian  Treaty's  possibilities  wUl 
go  a  long  way  to  solve  It.

OUR  08TB1CB  FOREST  POLICY 

Sir,— Plans  are  now  in  the  9Utk- 
ing.  through  new  railroad  exten- 

.sions,  to  cut  even  what  little  scrub 
forest  there  is  left  in  the  semi- 
Arctic  north  country  of  Canada, 
despite  the  fact  that  this  whole 
continent  is  already  suffering  un- 
told kMses  through  lack  of  the  pro- 
tection afforded  by  trees.  Every 
time  the  wind  blows  from  tint  north 
we  are  treated  to  sudden  chai\ges 
in  temperature,  which  frequently 
come  with  cyclonic  force,  not  only 
producing  conditions  in  Winter 
that  make  it  almost  impossible  at 
times  for  human  beings  to  venture 
outdoors  when  the  thermometer 
registers  In  some  eases  as  low  as 
50  or  more  degrees  below  tero,  but 
even  in  July  when  it  drops  in  a  few 
hours  from  102  down  to  36  lower  as 
it  did  in  the  West  recently.  Con- 
versely, when  the  wind  turns  into 
the  south  and  blows  across  land 
that  has  been  made  treeless  and  has 
become  dried  vp  through  exposure 
to  wind  and  scorching  rays  of  the 
sun.  we  are  now  treated  to  long  pe- 
riods of  a  heat  that  is  breaking  all 
records,  heat  .so  inten.se  that  liun- 
dreds  of  human  lives  have  already 
been  sacrificed  to  its  intensity  this 
Summer,  thoiMiands  of  catUe.  horses 
and  other  Uvestoek  have  died  from 
heat  and  starvation,  while  crops  and 
feed  over  very  large  sections  have 
been  so  completely  destroyed  that 
more  than  two  hundred  million  dol- 
lars will  have  to  be  raised  by  taxa- 
tion In  order  to  alone  prevent  the 
starvation  of  ttiousands  of  the 
people  of  this  continent. 

Throuch  the  devastation  caused 
by  our  woods  operations,  forest  fires, 
insects,  wind  and  disease,  we  are 
adding  to  our  devastated  areas  in 
Canada  not  less  than  fifty  million 
acres  annually. 

The  climatic  changes  brought 
about  by  the  openUig  up  to  the  full 
force  of  the  wind  and  sun  of  such 
a  va.«;t  area  year  after  year  would  be 
beyond  comprelienslon  were  It  not 
for  the  warnings  we  are  now  con- 
tinually receiving  through  these 
prolonged  and  constantly  recurring 
droughU.  cyclones,  heat  and  floods. 

Of  necessity  we  keep  on  from  year 
lo  year  raising  huge  sums  of  money 
to  relieve  the  Starvation  of  large 
numbers  of  our  people,  and.  of 
course,  must  continue  to  do  SO,  as 
well  as  to  raise  vast  sums  to  repair 
damage  caused  by  floods,  cyclones 
•ad  droughts,  while  in  the  mean- 
time, we  are  every  year  adding  with 
ever-Increasing  rapidity  to  the 
causes  which  make  this  relief  neces- 
sary, through  our  reckless  forest  de- 
vastation, niRking  a  desert  out  of 
what  was  once  the  most  fertile 
country  m  the  world,  a  desert  Is 
the  hottest  place  on  earth  during 
the  day  and  the  oddest  at  night, 
proving  the  importance  of  f oreste  as 
moderators  of  climatic  oooditloq^ 

Until  quite  recently  this  conttneBt 
sent  large  sums  of  money  and  sup- 
plies to  the  famine-stricken  starv- 
ing Chinese,  while  today,  despite  all 
warnings  In  the  past  that  w  were 
hastening  on  to  the  very  same  con- 
ditions that  exist  li)  that  counUy, 
we  now  already  need  every  dollar 
that  we  ean  raioe  and  are  even 
mortgaging  the  future  in  order  to 
relieve  our  own  famlne-stilckso 
starving  people.  Still  the  destruc- 
tion of  our  comparatively  few  re- 
maining trees  goes  merrily  on  with 
no  thought  of  wliat  mav  happen 
even  next  year.  What  makes  this 
destmetlon  the  more  intolerable  is 
the  fact  that  no  one  Is  profiting 
through  this  wieked  felly.

to  be  the  next  victim?  "Tliou  (Is- 
raeli, art  my  battle  axe  and  weap- 
on of  war;  for  with  thee  will  I 
break  In  piere.s  the  nation.s  and  with 
thee  will  I  destroy  kingdoms,"  Jer.  51, 
verses  19  and  20.  Why  are  our

"The  data  will  be  coUected  by 
Dr.  Charles  P.  Oliver,  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania,  to  whom

You  are  readbig  so  mueb  about 
sunlight  and  about  the  different 
ktaid  of  '^ys"  that  come  from  the 
sun  that  you  may  wondST  Jwt  What 

these  rays  really  do. 

Dr.  D.  McCaskey.  New  York,  re- 
minds us  that  sunllgbt  la  divided 
Into  three  general  dhriskms. 

First,  the  Hertzian  light  wave 
that  Is  so  long  in  Its  wave  length 
vibrations  that  wireless  telegraph 
massagee  are  constantty  being  ssnt 
upon  them.  We  oaanot  see  these 
waves.  These  are  often  called  the 
infra-red  waves,  and  cannot  pro- 
duce sunburn. 

The  second  group  of  light  rays 
from  the  sun  are  the  "luminous" 
group,  which  the  human  eye  can 
pereelve  In  the  eolora  «(  tbe  ratai- 
bow,  namely,  violet.  Indigo,  blue, 
green,  yellow,  orange  and  red,  the 
wave  lengths  being  the  longest  in 
the  red  and  .shortest  in  the  violet 
vibrations.  TlK-se  are  the  heat 
waves  of  the  ordinary  Incandescent 
eleetrlo  Imp,  hot  aabnot  prodaea 
sunburn. 

The  third  group  are  tbe  actinic 
light  waves.  These  might  be  divided 
Into  those  that  produce  only  sun- 
burn, because  of  their  low  penetra- 
tion power  and  those  which  pro-

m  ^?ealrtng  of  tha  raya  that 
penetrate  Just  a  short  distance  and 
cause  sunburn.  Dr.  McCaskey  says 

that  the  cells  of  the  skin  are 
markedly  stimulated,  the  little 
blo<xl  vps.srl.s  Immediately  beneath 
the  skin  are  dilated  or  made  larger, 
and  tba  (our  symptoms  of  influn- 
matlon  are  preeent  'Rieee  symp- 
toms are  pain,  swelling;  redness 
and  heat. 

This  Is  nature's  method  of  pre- 
evenlng  these  particular  rays  from 
penetrating  any  deeper,  as  millions 
and  millions  of  dark  granules  are 
formed  which  provlds  a  dsfence 
against  theee  aotlaie  or  quarta  Ught 
rays. 

This  'is  the  reason  that  In  treat- 
ing patients  with  these  rays  to 
stimulate  circulation  and  Increase 
number  and  quality  of  red  cor- 
pxisdes  In  the  blood,  that  tba  dose 
can  be  gradually  inereaaed  begin- 
ning with  one  to  three  mlnutea  and 
working  up  to  twenty  minutes,  as 
more  and  mora  Of  tbM8  granalaa  are 
formed.

Dr.  Haywood  semal  times  em- 
phasized that  problems  belnc  ex- 
perienced by  the  Jubilee  Hospital 
were  common  to  most  hospitals  the 
world  over  at  the  present  time  In 
some  reapeots  the  local  institution 
was  specially  praised,  as  when  the 
report  commented  on  "the  efficient 
nr^a^ayi^  In  which  the  patients'  rec- 
ord are  kept"  And  in  discussing 
the  qassOefi  or  ^ItMOK  too  many 
or  too  few  ntnaos  were  eBipk>srod  at 
the  Jubflee,  be  renarked  that  "the 
zatio  of  nnrsai  tn  patlsnti  Is  about 
correct,  on  the  basis  of  one  ntirse  to 
every  two  ;  av^- 

COMPREUEMSIVE  8URVIT 

The  snnrey  is  remarkably  com- 
prehensive, exploring  all  the  details 
of  hospital  (H-giuilsatlon  and  admin- 
istration Some  alterations  in  the 
personnel  of  the  board  are  recom- 
mended, including  the  replacement 
of  three  members  of  the  French 
Benevolent  Society  by  an  additional 
three  elected  by  subscribers,  and 
the  limiting  of  representatives  from 
the  Victoria  Medical  Society  to  one. 

It  is  also  recommended  that 
board  BMrnbers  be  elected  for  a  two 
or  three-year  period  tostsad  of  (mly 
one  year:  that  up-to-date  bylaws, 
ndes,  and  regulations  be  drawn  up; 
and  that  the  publicity  eoBinrtttee 
show  greater  activity. 

mmiaL  looifoinr 

IB  matters  of  lateraal  economy 
further  suggestkns  ware  Biade: 
centralisation  of  stores  waa  recom- 
mended, criticisms  being  leveled  at 

the  present  scattcrpd  arrangement 
of  storerooms;  kitchen  facilities 
were  found  Inadequate,  with  "dis- 
couraging conditions  In  regard  to 
the  preparation  and  storing  of 
food,"  and  the  installation  of  a 
modem  kitchen  and  of  modem 
food  oonveyors  Is  rsennmended. 
Hie  qtMStloB  of  ssteWiahlng  an  in- 
dependent departmeal  for  hoow 
keeping  is  advised. 

Dr.  Hayward  thinks  that  chronic 
and  Incurable  patients,  "some  of 
whom  have  been  in  the  hospital 
since  192S."  could  be  looked  after 
much  more  economlrally  in  an  In- 
stitution built  for  the  purpose.  He 
also  considers  that  Jubilee  Hospital 
Is  much  too  generotu  in  re^wct  of 
the  visiting  hours,  which  is  not  "in 
the  best  interesU  of  the  patlenU." 
SIMILAR  TO  OTHERS 
IB  respect  of  the  relation  of  In- 
come to  expenditure  the  conditions 
at  JubUee  are  considered  analogous 
lo  those  at  other  hospitals  through- 
eat  Canada,  bat  man  aoeorate  ao- 
eevBttaiC  iBBtaDattan  of  sone 
fona  of  ooet  aaalyiis  system  Is  ree- 
OBUBsnded.  The  recommendation 
Is  made  that  the  board  should  con- 
sider the  advantages  of  establishing 
an  endowment  fund  to  take  care 
of  bequests  which  have  hitherto 
been  used  for  capital  expenditure.

FDBLICITT  LACKINO 
"I  noted  from  the  minutes  of  the 
board  on  February  21,  1930.  that  a 
publicity  committee  was  appointed. 
I  was  unable  to  nnd  any  result  of 
thefar  activities,  and  gattMrad  the 
imprasslon  that  In  the  eoauaunlty 
at  large  there  was  little  or  no  antag- 
onism towards  the  hospital,  but 
rather  an  attitude  of  apathy,  and 
for  that  rea.son  would  suggest  that 


"According  t  ^  Uie  records,  the 
hospital  has  received  lia  bequests 
since  1913.  $335,258  84.  The  majority 
Of  these  have  been  spent  for  capital 
eipendlturea.  Your  board  should 
oonsMsr  whethar  this  has  been  the 
wisest  eoHiBe.  or  whether  these 
moneys  should  havs  been  placed  in 
an  endowment  fund,  the  Interest  on 
whKh  to  be  applied  t"  tin-  running 
expenses  of  the  hospital  The  num- 
ber of  these  bequests,  thirty-two  In 
ail.  In  the  absence  of  any  definite 
campaign  of  publicity,  speaks  very 
well  of  the  generoaity  of  the  citisens 
of  Victoria  and  the  esteem  \n  wliieh 
they  have  held  the  hospital. 

'miere  are  two  schools  of  thought 
regarding  the  establishment  of  sn 
endowment  fund.  One  school  main- 
tains that  all  legacies  should  be 
placed  in  such  a  fund,  the  revenue 
ti'  l)e  ii.sed  for  oixrating  expen.ses 
The  other  school  maintains  that  the 
future  should  take  care  of  Itself,  and 
that  the  responsibility  of  financing 
tbe  hoqrftal  In  tbe  futars  win  rsst 
upon  tbe  shouklers  of  those  hi  an- 
thority  St  that  time.  This  achool 
adopts  the  practice  in  vogue  by  your 
board  at  the  present  time. 

"My  own  personal  view  would  be 
the  establishment  of  an  endowment 
fund  and  that  capital  expenditures 
should  be  met  by  specific  grants. 

■mxiRiifo 

"In  the  short  ajmce  of  time  at  my 
disposal,  I  arrived  at  the  conclusion 
that  the  business  administration  of 
the  hospital  was  In  capable  hands, 
but  In  view  of  your  incrsaslng  ex- 
penditures abd  Inereasing  excess  of 
expenditures  over  income  year  by 
year,  undoubtedly  criticisms  will  be 
leveled  at  the  administration  of  the 
hospital.  In  order  that  these  criti- 
cisms may  be  refuted  in  detail,  I 
would  suggest  that  an  adequate  cost 
analysis  system  be  Installed,  in  order 
that  the  administration  and  the 
board  of  directors  might  be  In- 
formed from  month  to  month  In  de« 
tail  the  reasons  for  this  bMreass  by 
departments.  At  the  present  time 
that  Is  not  apparently  possible. 

"This  would  necessitate  placing 
the  hospital  on  a  budget  system, 
arranged  after  consultation  with  the 
head  of  each  department,  and  wouid 
also  necessitate  some  system  of  stock 
distribution  to  enable  the  business 
administration  to  arrive  at  the  an- 
nual cost  of  the  administratlOB  of 
the  various  departments. 

BENEFIT  BY  DISCOUNTS 
"In  the  event  of  a  budget  system 
being  established,  the  funds  should 
be  voted  at  the  beglimlng  of  the 
year,  to  enable  the  business  admin- 
Istratlan  to  accept  the  usual  trade 
discoimts.  At  the  present  time  your 
hospital  accounts  are  only  paid  up 
until  the  month  of  March,  1931,  and, 
in  view  of  tradesmen  having  to  wait 
that  length  of  time  for  a  settlement 
of  their  account,  it  would  not  seem 
reasonable  that  the  haspltal  would 
secure  the  same  prices  as  they  would 
seciu"e  were  they  enabled  to  take 
advantage  of  the  trade  discounts 
by  the  prompt  eettleoieBt  of  ae- 
counta.

Absence  of  liability  Insurance  for 
employees  or  for  the  public,  and 
lack  of  knowledge  of  fire  drill 
among  the  staff  are  other  points 
to  which  attention  is  called.

REPORT  IN  FULL 
The  report  in  full  is  as  follows: 
"Under  the  Jubilee  Hospital  Act, 
the  board  of  directors  is  composed 
of  five  members  appointed  by  the 
eity.  three  appointed  by  the  Provin- 
cial Ooverflment.  three  by  the  ad- 
jacent municipalities  of  ftqulmalt. 
Oak  Bay  and  Saanich,  four  by  sub- 
scribers, three  by  the  FYench  Be- 
nevolent Roclety  and  three  by  the 
Victoria  Medical  Society,  making  a 
total  of  twenty-one.  I  note  by  the 
Bdnutes  of  the  board  of  directors 
that  one  delegate  from  the  fkeaoh 
BeneroleBt  Society  has  died  and 
that  although  nottfleaUon  in  writ- 
lag  was  given  to  this  society,  they 
hsve  not  as  yet  appointed  a  third 
representative.  I  siso  found  that 
the  remaining  two  representatives  of 
the  Prenrh  Benevolent  .'Society  BeW

FIMONNBL  OF  BOABB 

"I  would  suggest,  with  the  approv- 
al of  this  society,  and  if  it  Is  still 
the  desire  of  the  board  of  directors 
to  keep  their  complement  to  twenty- 
one,  that  the  three  members  of  the 
French  Benevolent  Society  be  rs- 
placed  by  an  additVinal  thrse  elect- 
ed  from  ttie  snbserlbers.  Thlswouki 
Beosealtate  a  change  hi  the  Hospital 
Act,  but  would  add  three  representa- 
tives to  the  board,  who,  by  their  at- 
tendance, augr  be  of  vana  ta  tbe 
institution. 

"I  question  the  advisability  of  ap- 
pointing three  members  from  the 
Vletorla  Medical  Society,  for  I  feel 
that  If  It  Is  the  wish  of  tbe  board 
er  dinelon  that  the  TMocia  MOdi- 
eel  Society  ahaakt  haifa  npreaenu- 
tfcm  OB  the  board,  that  one  mem- 
ber of  the  sorletv  nominated  by  It 
to  represent  the  society  should  be 
eaStalSBt.

carried  on  oentinuously.  rather  than 
sporadically.  It  has  been  found  that 
a  well-informed  public  Is  of  the 
greatest  assistance  in  upholding  the 

morale  of  tlie  Institution,  and 
strengthens  t).p  h^inds  of  the  board 
of  directors  to  a  niarked  extent.  In 
this  regard  I  would  suggest  that  an 
•nnual  report  be  published  far  clr- 
eulatlcn,  as  free  as  possible  from  dry 
statistics,  but  to  CMitaln  a  summary 
of  the  year^  work  of  each  depart- 
ment; that.  If  possible,  addrsssee  be 
given  before  service  clubs,  church 
organisations,  ratepayers'  associa- 
tions, etc.,  with  a  view  to  bringing 
before  them  the  successes,  difllcul- 
tles  and  needs  of  the  hofipltal.  Or- 
ganized groups,  such  as  the  service 
clubs,  might  be  invited  to  the  hos- 
pital once  a  year  for  lunchecm,  after 
which  groupe  oould  be  Shown  over 
th  hospital  by  BMaaben  «f  the  aurs- 
ing  staff. 

FLAY  UF  INTBREST 

-A  publication  or  pamphlet,  lUus- 
trated.  if  poeslbie,  Showing  the  vari- 
OQS  activities  of  the  hospltsl;  that 
the  interest  of  Mie  press  be  solicited 
and  that  interesting  occurrences  in 
the  dally  life  of  the  hospital  be 
given  publicity  In  this  manner.  It 
Is  generally  found  that  the  press  is 
anxious  for  this  informatkm,  and 
Is  willing  to  lend  Its  support. 

"I  mention  this  subject  of  pub- 
licity, as  I  feel  that  with  your  in- 
crea.slng  deficits,  city  councils  and 
Provincial  (lovemment.s  will  more 
readily  listen  to  your  requests  for 
increased  assistance  If  they  feel  that 
tbe  pubUo  at  large  Is  beUad  these 
rsqusets. 

NURSES  AOBQOATE 

"During  my  visit  I  heard  criticisms 
to  the  effect  that  there  were  more 
nursss  on  duty  in  the  hospital  than 
are  neceesary.  and  also  eiltlelsms  to 
the  effect  that  there  were  not  suf- 
ficient nurses.  Due  to  the  absence 
of  the  matron  of  the  training  school, 
on  vacation.

"It  is  considered  by  hospital  au- 
thorities that  one  nurse  to  every 
two  patients  should  give  an  ade 
quate  nursing  service,  and  as  your 
present  complement  of  beds  Is  306, 
including  thirty-six  Infants'  cots.  It 
would  esem  that  the  ratio  of  nurses 
to  patients  was  about  correct.  This 
does  not  mean,  of  course,  that  there 
are  at  all  times  one  ntirse  on  duty 
for  every  two  patients,  as  one  mvist 
consider  the  qucMon  of  night  duty 
vacations,  time  off  for  sickness,  time 
off  for  attending  classes,  nurses 
delegated  to  the  diet  kltcben,  oper- 
ating rooms,  etc 

"at  was  buterestlnc  to  note  that 
while  many  bospltale'  are  fiadlag 
difRcuIty  In  securing  pupils  at  the 
present  time,  your  hospital  has  more 
applicants  than  it  rmi  accommodate.

STORES  SCATTERED 
"From  a  casual  Investtgatlon  Of 
the  varlou.s  stores  departments,  I ' 
would  recommend  that,  as  early  as 
your  board  could  accomplish  it.  It 
would  be  wise  to  centralize  the 
various  stores  under  a  competent 
receiving  clerk  for  the  reception  of 
stores,  and  have  a  storeman  for  the 
distribution  of  them.  At  the  present 
time  there  aie  so  many  storerooms 
it  would  seem  almost  Impossible  for 
any  one  official  to  supendse  a 
proper  control  of  thenj.  For  exam- 
ple, the  "vistant  matron  has  under 
her  control  crockery,  glass,  enamel-  j 
ware,  etc.  The  .seamstre.ss  has 
charge  of  the  linen  .supplies.  A 
storewoman  is  in  charge  of  gro- 
ceries; a  chef  is  in  charge  of  the 
meats,  dairy  products,  vegetables, 
ste.  The  general  office  Is  in  charge 
of  the  rtaUonery;  a  dispenser  is  In 
charge  of  chemical  forms,  sorgleal 
supplies,  drugs,  etc.  The  engineer, 
carpenter  and  painter  each  super- 
vises hLs  own  storeroom.  While 
there  was  not  the  slightest  Indica- 
tion of  any  dishonesty  on  the  part 
of  any  of  these  emplnvee.s.  such  a 
system  would  not  mei  t  u  .Mi  the  ap- 
proval of  the  average  business  man. 
COST  AND  nfCOMB 
"Figures  were  obtained  for  the  last 
three  years  showing  the  actual  in- 
come and  expenditures.  These  fig- 
ures are  Illuminating  In  the  light  of 
present  conditions,  and  are  quite 
«naloginis  to  those  submitted  by 
hospitals  throughout  Canada.  For 
example,  total  IncoBM:  1928,,  $398,- 
361.35;  1929,  $304,944.78:  1930,  $317.- 
048.71. 

The  inccmie  from  patients  for  the 
same  three  years  was:  1928,  $161.- 
652.23:  1929.  $174.877  94:  1930,  $153,- 
046.61  Tlic  [xvtlent  day.i  for  those 
years  were:  1928,  81.701:  1929.  82,124; 
1930,  84,351.  According  to  the  fig- 
ures for  the  first  six  months  of  1031, 
there  Is  a  corresponding  drop  In  the 
patients'  receipts. 

The  expenditures  on  the  other 
hand  have  Increased,  as  follows: 
1928,  $301,184,58;  1939,  $SlUlt.OO; 
1930,  $320,184.29:  showing  an  excess 
of  expenditures  over  Income  for 
1928.  $7.823JS:  1908.  I6J78J3:  1910, 
$33,135.58. 

"The  marked  Increa.sr  In  expendi- 
tures for  the  year  1930  would  ap- 
pear to  be  In  the  adminl.strHtlon. 
maintenance,  heat  and  light,  repairs 
and  renewals.  While  a  satisfactory 
explanation  of  this  increased  ex- 
penditure might  be  seeorsd  In  time, 
the  insUtatlon  of  a  man  aeeurate 
departmental  accounting  and  the 
Installation  of  a  cost  aaalysis  sys- 
tem would  bring  these  facts  to  light 
month  bv  month  and  enable  the 
administration  more  accurately  to 
keep  within  a  budget. 

DEPRESSION  AND  FEES 
"There  Is  no  doubt  that  the  pres- 
ent depression  Ls  directly  responsible 
for  the  derrea.se  In  fees  collected 
from  patients,  and  yet  on  the  other 
hand  It  would  .seem  jxxsslble  to  in- 
crease the.se  rates  If  a  more  accurate 
statement  of  the  patient's  financial 
Standing  were  secured  before  the 
patient  was  actually  admitted  to  tbe

WINDSTORM  BLOCKS 
ROAD  AND  REVIVES 
SIMOLOERING  FIRE 

I  KOMENOS,  Aug  11  -On  Sunday 
night  a  wlnd.'storm  started  the  saw- 
du.st  pile  on  Mount  Prevost  which 
has  been  smwridsring  since  Spring, 
but  was  pot  nnder  eentroL  The  fire 
sprsad  over  a  small  ptoee  of  lead 
Which  had  already  been  burned 
over.
